Carola,” a craft th at never went to 
sea and never will, a “ vessel” with 
stone walls, undergro und 
dungeons, 
twenty miles of tunnel and a vast 
hulk of masonry anchored to mother 
earth, is one of the sights at this 
port. 


It is a massive castle standing at 
the w ater’s edge 
th a t 
bears 
this 
strange name. 
It 
is 
an 
ancient 
chateau, built 600 years ago, in the 
X lllth century, and one of the m ar­ 
vels of 
Gothic 
architectural 
con­ 
struction. 
It is used now as the 
United States naval barracks, and be­ 
ing put to naval uses, it was given 
a naval christening as the U. S. S. 
Carola. 
It is no nickname, but is 
the accepted title known to all, offi­ 
cers and men.

States ship even 
the 
battlements 
have become decks. 
When down in 
the old dungeon, a sailor guided me 
upward by saying: 
“This w'ay sir, to the main deck.” 
And we climbed np 
the 
“ hatch­ 
way ’— of crumbling 
stone— to 
the 
main “ deck,” of 
Gothic 
maso nry 
twelve feet thick. 
The way this castle came 
to 
be 
named as a United 
States 
warship 
was this: 
The United States Carola 
is in realty a 
small 
steam 
yacht, 
used during the Spanish wars. 
IT 
was rather out of date and was tied 
up to the castle wall. 
Here it be­ 
came very useful in making out re- 
iquisitions for supplies needed in the 
j castle. 
To make a requisition for a 
castle would seem 
quite 
irregular. 
And so everything was requisitioned 
ifo r the United States Carola, and in 
that way the castle got its equip 
jment without disturbing any farmal- 
ities.

til the completion of peace, and ev en 
a mo v ement of troops to France will 
co ntinue, although on a greatly 
re­ 
duced scale. 
During the interv al net ween the 
cessatio n o f hostilities and the con­ 
clusio n o f the peace conference, it is 
assumed a major portion of Gen Per­ 
shing's expeditionary force in France 
must be retained. 
It is possible also 
that some Americans will be held to 
garriso n disputed territory until af­ 
ter the action of the peace confer­ 
ence is brought to a close. 
Bring Yets Home. 
Troops who hav e seen long serv ice 
In France will probably be returned 
so o n to be replaced by new men now 
in this country who 
will 
perform 
guard and other duties 
ov er 
seas. 
More than 1,000,000 men are now in 
camps in the United Stales. 
The 
questio n of discontinuing the calling 
o f men to colors under the selectiv e 
serv ice act with the ending of hos­ 
tilities has been under consideration. 
It is kno wn that 
Prov ost 
Marshal 
General Crowder adv ocates the can­ 
celling 
of all outstanding calls as 
so o n as the armistice had been sign­ 
ed, but such action must be passed 
o n by the General Staff.

food and other necessary restrictions

Hav e llig Problems. 
In this country the problem 
has

two chief phases:

A third problem of demobilization 
I which has to be dealt with is the mo* 
bilized industry of the United States,

The military authorities hav e had 
j under consideration for

the subject of demobilizing the army 
but the plans proposed hav e not been 
. officially approv ed.

The work of returning 
the 
sol­ 


diers to their former civ ilian status 
in the industrial life of the nation 
has been turned ov er to the depart­ 
ment of labor and will be handled by 
a special committee under the chair­ 
manship of Felix Frank furter. 
Local Boards to Act. 
T*he organization of the machinery 
prov ided by the Work or Fight or­ 
der it is understood will be largely 
used to prov ide positions for the re­ 
turning men. 
Under this plan local 
draft boards will constitute labor of­ 
fices in their districts and will place 
men sent by them 4o the arm y in the 
positions found v acant. 
While the war departm ent has full 
authority for demobilization and re­ 
turn to this country of the mobiliz­ 
ed forces important 
legislation 
in 
congress will be necessary. 
Offic­ 
ials here expect Congress to be call­ 
ed upon soon to consider demobili­ 
zation and to deal with this and k in­ 
dred problems. 
It should 
be 
realized, 
officials 
here point out, that ev en with 
the 
terms of peace signed there will be 
work 
of 
tremendous 
magnitiude. 
Millions of tons of material, railroad 
equipment, arsenal supplies, repair 
and refitting plants and tho strictly 
military accouterments must be col­ 
lected, inv oiced and prepared for dis­ 
posal, either to one of the allied, gov ­ 
ernments or reshipment to the Unit­ 
ed States. 
An army of considerable size will 
be needed for this work months af­ 
ter the end of the peace negotiations. 
May Tak e Two 
Ye ars . 
It has been suggested that units to 
remain in France for this work may 
be obtained by a call for v olunteers 
from the expeditionary forces. 
Un­ 
der the existing law the war depart­ 
ment has authority to 
maintain 
a 
regular army of -375,000 men. 
Mili­ 
tary men believ e, howev er, that a 
much larger force will be required 
in Europe for possibly two years af­ 
ter (he signing of the armistice. 
The British gov ernment began pre­ 
parations for demobilization 
more 
than a year ago. 
The plan has been 
so thoroughly work ed out that when 
a “ dregs rehearsal’’ was held 
with 
(he unit of the 
British 
army 
in 
France, which w as'sent through the 
machinery, each man found himself 
in his nativ e town in civ ilian cloth­ 
ing and 
possessing

Each British soldier was also hand* 
ed a gov ernment 
insurance

Allied fo rces are to hav e access to ev acuated territo ry either thro ugh 
Danzig or by the River Vistula, 
i he unco nditio nal capitulatio n o f all 
German fo rces in East Africa within o ne mo nth is pro v ided fo r. 
German tro o ps who hav e no t left the inv aded territo ry , which includes 
Alsace and Lo rraine, within 1 3 day s beco me priso ners o f war. 
Repatriatio n within 1 4 day s o f the tho usands o f unfo rtunate civ ilians 
who hav e been depo rted fro m France and Belgium is included. 
The freedo m o f access to the Baltic sea, with the po wer to o ccupy Ger­ 
man fo rts and Kattegat, is ano ther pro v isio n, and the Germans also must 
rev eal the location 
o f mines, po iso ned wells and like agencies o f destruc­ 
tio n, and the allied blo ckade is to remain unchanged during the perio d o f 
the armistice. 
All po rts o n the Black sea o ccupied 
b y Germany are to be surrendered 
and the Russian war v essels recently taken fro m the German nav y are al­ 
so to be surrendered. 
These are the “ high spo ts’* o f the terms as the president read them to 
co ngress. Germany ’s acceptance o f them, he said, signalized the end o f 
the war, because they made her po werless to renew it. 
i he president made it plain that as the German natio n has o v er­ 
thro wn its military master, the allies will no w attempt to guide the Ger­ 
man peo ple safe to demo cracy .

resistance, while tu le, flag and reeds, 
form an Ideal try sting place, where

Many shofe blinds 
are 
scattered 
arou nd the lake, so located that the 
h u nter alway s lias the adv antage of 
wind conditions. 
The hu nting lodge 
beds which seem to fit one’s form 
is spaciou s and conv enient, ex cellent 
after a day afield. 
A 
competent j 
chef who specializes on the cooking 
of du cks, with a real du ck grav y and 
hot biscu its, which hav e made the 
Sou thland famou s. 
When we arriv ed, the su rface of; 
the lake was cov ered with mallards, 
teal, spoon-bill, sprigs, while an oc­ 
casional flock of canv asback, were 
conspicu ou s by their flashing silv er 
grey color, cov ering the lake like a 
white blanket, in limited sections. 
Resting in the center of the pond, 
they felt im m u ne from danger, as 
there had been no shooting on the 
grou nds prior to ou r arriv al. 
Liv e 
oak trees were arou nd the shores, 
u p the m ou ntain side is seen the 
stately , towering pine and fir. 
Ensconced in ou r blind, the first 
shot was ilred, which pu t all wild 
life in motion, creating general con­ 
sternation. 
They ju m ped from the 
su rf a c e of the water and commenced 
“ m i ll i n g. ” 
W e 
were occu py ing a 
point blind, which gav e u s nu m erou s 
shots as the birds circled abou t. We 
soon ha d su fficient nu m be r of du cks 
to m a k e a respectable decoy display . 
W e s t a k e d th e m ou t by ru nn*ng a 
s h a r p e n e d stick into the mu d, im ­ 
paling the lower portion 
of 
the 
d u c k ’s bill on the stick, which gav e 
t h e m a life-like appearance as they 
reste d on the water. 
The decoy lay ­ 
ou t wa s especially sedu ctiv e, assisted 
by the du lcet notes of a du ck call, 
birds dropped in, affording most ex ­ 
cellent shooting. 
We wore soon con­ 
vinced th a t ou r bag limit wou ld be 
reached before th e ev ening flight 
started. Then came the “ shot a bou t” 
order, scoring m allard du cks of the 


male persu asion only . 
Old Green 
Heads. 
There can lie no more a t ­ 
tractiv e bird or entrancing m ark to 
direct the mu zzle of a gu n toward, 
by the red blooded nimrod, than a 
frisky ’ mallard. 
W h e n a m an su c­ 
cessfu lly m atches wits with this wily 
ace of the air, lie has cu t ou t some 
work for himself. 
Circling high in 
th e clou ds, tu rning his head from 
side to side, v ery little gets away 
from his acu te v isiou . 
Anx iou s to 
light when conditions are propitiou s, 
he becomes nonsu spiciou s. 
The cam­ 
ou flage blind mu st be almost perfect 
and the h u nt e r set rigid, a little tu rn 
of one ’s head to watch their flight, 
will frequ ently s ta rt a du ck climb­ 
ing 
higher, 
sending him to other 
climes. 
O u r legal limit was made, 
two du cks more completed ou r qu o­ 
ta, they were pu lled down by Miss 
Diana, ou r shooting pard. 
As ou r 
birds w ere tied in bu nches, the color 
scheme fou nd on a male m a lla rd ap­ 
pealed to me as being the most per­ 
fect, offered by any other bird awing. 
Ou r birds mu st hav e been members 
of th e I. W. W. organization, u su all 
interpreted as the “ I w on’t w ork 's” . 
They had 
been incessantly eating, 
seldom ta king wing or mov ing abou t, 
u ntil they had become inordinately 
fat and heav y '. 
W e remained two 
more day s, annex ing the bu g limit 
on each day .

du ck 
delicacies 
am ong ou r less fortu nate friends.
